Coun sel for Mr. W alsh in th eir ap­ 
peal laid the greatest stress on w hat 
they alleged was a lack of crim in al in ­ 
ten t on the part of the defen dan t.

the very lon g brief which they filed 
much law was quoted to show th at the 
con victed ban ker, n ew spaper publish­ 
er an d railroad ow n er used the fun ds 
of the ban k in w hat he con sidered a 
legitim ate m an n er. 
The opin ion of the court of appeals 
is brief an d con fin ed alm ost wholly to 
the question of crim in al in ten t. 
“So lon g as th ere is n o in con sisten ­ 
cy in the verdict as to the substan ce 
of the m atter charged in the various 
coun ts,’’ says the opin ion , “the verdict 
will n ot be disturbed. If the gravam en 
of the charge in each coun t on which 
th ere has been a verdict of guilty is 
the sam e, there is n o in con sisten cy in 
the verdict.”

There are, of course, some risks in 
this plan, but if the work be in the 
hands of competent people who know 
how to locate good industries and se­ 
lect desirable ground for the addition 
they are very few*, almost nothing. 
A farmer remarked 
that Tfc was 
better to make Rushville a thriving 
city than for him to. sell and pay 
more for land near a larger and 
more active citv.
